Housing Crunch 
Marion Seeks to Address Housing Needs 
By Robert Chiarito 

The town of Marion is between a rock and hard 
place, it would seem, when it comes to the task at hand 
of creating more affordable housing under the state's 40B 
laws that require towns to set aside or create a certain per- 
centage of affordable dwellings against the overall make 
up of the town's homes. 

To their credit, the town's leaders are facing the 
problem with a gathering of the minds. Reg Foster of the 
Marion Housing Trust recently began holding a series of 
meetings and talks aimed at confronting the town's lack 
of affordable housing, under the statute, inviting mem- 
bers of the town's Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, 
members of the Housing Trust and the Zoning Board of 
Appeals to confer with one another on a regular basis 
in an attempt to pool ideas from all of these groups into 
a plan of action that would result in the town chipping 
away at the affordable housing question. 

The first of these meeting was held at the Marion 
Music Hall, in two parts, beginning with a meeting on 
Thursday, October 25. The first meeting was continued 
a week later on November 1 as 20 members of the vari- 
ous boards attended a roundtable discussion that set the 
parameters for what is hoped to be a regular forum for 
change in the town of Marion.

meetings included a simple stating of the facts. Marion is 
a small town with little land open for development. While 
property prices are not the highest in the state, they are 
above the average. With little room to create more hous- 
ing and property prices in a higher range, the possibility 
of building vast amounts of affordable housing is simply 
not a realistic option. 

The Housing Trust recently unveiled their pro- 
posal to expand the Little Neck Village site to include 
about 40 units of affordable housing that will be aimed at 
giving relief to the town's senior population. This, howev- 
er, will be a just a portion of the approximately 170 units 
needed to comply with state regulations. So, how does the 
town plan to create the remaining units?

Among the suggestions made at the November 
1 meeting were to try to create affordable rental units in 
future developments, such as the mixed use structure at 
the comer of Point Road and Route 6. Another sugges- 
tion that was discussed at great length was a proposal to 
look at the Barnstable County practice of issuing a sort of 
amnesty to property owners who have illegal, or "boot- 
leg" apartments or rental properties such as above-garage 
apartments, on their property.

In addition, the town would seek funding that would help 
the owners with some of the cost to bring the structures 
into compliance, so long as the units conformed to afford- 
able housing guidelines.

The next piece gave the audience an idea of the 
possibilities this evening had in store as Martin, Con- 
verse and Maranis sat at the bench of a single piano to 
perform one more piece from Rachmaninoff, his Romance 
and Waltz. The three played simultaneous yet completely 
separate parts creating an orchestral sound from a single 
instrument. The three intricately wove melodies and 
counter melodies in a piece that was written for a trio of 
sisters and intended for six hands on a single piano. The 
interweaving of the three melody lines being played in 
harmony was just a small sample of the musical high- 
lights yet to come. 

For the remainder of the concert the two teams 
played side by side with their partners with each duo fac- 
ing the other as four sets of hands tackled two keyboards 
playing selections by Bach, Smetana and Gounoud. In a 
nice turn from the classics, the group brought the bayou 
to the Southcoast as they played Rocherolle's Jambalaya, 
A Portrait of New Orleans. The compositon borrowed parts 
from the city's jazz, blues and gospel roots floating the fa- 
miliar refrain of the hymn "Amazing Grace" over a lattice 
work of sound. 

The night's highlight was the closing number, 
Octo-Paganini by Andrew Peggie. The piece is a riff on 
the complicated compositions of the nineteenth century 
Violin Master Niccolo Paganini. The two duos pulled out 
all of the stops as they attacked the keyboards in a rhyth- 
mic furor worthy of the Paganini himself, the man who 
was alleged to have sold his soul to become the greatest 
violinist of his day. The piece was met with a loud round 
of applause that brought the four musicians back to the 
stage for a final encore, a Rondo by Smetana. 

As the evening came to a close many in the audi- 
ence called for another number. This was simply a night

Under ARTICLE SI, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate $125,000 from Free Cash to be used to fund that 
portion of the Sippican School operating budget dedicat- 
ed for Special Education. 

"This will increase the Sippican School Special 
Education budget within the current fiscal year," said 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey. "Any unused funds will be 
returned to the General Ftmd this year ... no funds will be 
used to supplement the Sippican School budget." 

A motion was made by Marion School Committee 
Chairman Jane McCarthy to reduce the appropriation to 
$50,000, which was unanimously approved. 

"I don't think spending $125,000 for Special Edu- 
cation is a bad idea, but if the funds don't get used and 
have to go back to the town, why can't there be matching 
funds made available for (other) students?" asked resi- 
dent Chris Collings. "I just feel like we spend a whole lot 
of money in one direction ... but there isn't a dime being 
spent for the kids who could go a little further." 

"Could somebody explain the difference between 
the $125,000 and $50,000 (reduction)?" asked Chris Bry- 
ant. "It would seem to me that the state mandates what 
we have to spend on Special Needs." 

"When the warrant needed to be prepared, the 
school year had just started," explained Tim O'Connor of 
the ORR School District. "We were looking at (some) ad-

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the back? 
1 fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Himdreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Resident Don Torres asked how high the ladder 
truck was and why it was needed in the Town of Marion. 

Fire Chief Richard Guerzoni noted the truck is a 
95-foot aerial platform ladder apparatus which isn't nec- 
essarily needed for height but rather for greater outreach. 
"Sometimes we can't get the ladder truck close enough 
to the building," Chief Guerzoni explained. "This would 
provide us with greater outreach over walls, trees and 
parking areas." 

Article S2 carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE S3, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $18,750 from Free Cash to cover the cost of replac- 
ing the Police Department base station radio system, 
including installation and dispatch console conversion for 
the back-up position.

"This revaluation is mandated by the Department 
of Revenue (DOR) for FY 2009," explained Selectman Jef- 
frey. 

Resident Allen Ditchfield questioned what the 
Overlay Reserve Account was and how much was kept in 
it. 

"The Overlay Reserve Account is the account 
from which we grant abatements/' said Assessor Bradford 
Fames. "We maintain about $220,000 in that account. The 
state tells us how much to put into the Overlay Reserve 
Account. They've been telling us we haven't been keeping 
enough in there ... they have never told us we're putting 
in too much." 

Article S4 carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 55, voters were asked to ratify

consisted of land owned by Mr. Walega ... (who) filed 
suit against the town claiming the property was worth 
$880,000. The town and Mr. Walega agreed on a settle- 
ment of $395,000 for the property. Approval of Article S5 
will result in the end of the Walega lawsuit.

band-aid solution to purchase this land." 

"We have had one meeting where the (Selectmen) 
sort of laid out their position," said John Rockwell. "The 
Open Space Committee isn't happy with this situation. 
But I think the scenario that was laid out in terms of the 
suit is correct. I was involved in the early negotiations 
with Mr. Walega. I think it's a bogus lawsuit and we're 
having a gun put to our head. But if you want this suit to 
go away, you should vote yes. I will say if this is rejected, 
we're not going to bail out the town for $880,000." 

"I think the real question here is, assuming we're 
going to pay something for the land ... where are we go- 
ing to find any money in the long run?" asked resident 
Tom Magauran. "How much money is in the Conserva- 
tion Land Acquisition Fund?" 

According to Town Accountant Judith Mooney, 
there is currently $593,810 in that account. 

"To me, I really don't see any other option than to 
take the money out of open space funds," Mr. Magauran 
said. "I don't see any other option for the town that's fair 
to the taxpayer." 

"There are sufficient funds in the (Conservation 
Land Acquisition Fund) to meet this expense," said Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. "By entering into an im- 
mediate settlement we would (also) avoid having to pay 
additional legal fees and any statutory interest accrued 
from the date of the land taking." 

With that. Article S5 carried via majority vote.

At 7:05 pm the board met with Emergency Medi- 
cal Services (EMS) Director Jeff Habicht to discuss recent 
comments made by Fire Chief Rick Guerzoni as to the 
relationship between the EMS and Fire Department. Chief 
Guerzoni suggested that at times when EMS did not have 
enough personnel to respond to a call, they had not al- 
lowed Fire Department personnel to assist. 

"If you are suggesting there is any animosity, we 
haven't had any problems between the two services," Mr. 
Habicht said. "I'm not aware of any personal problems 
... as far as I'm concerned we've worked well together. 
There were two incidents this year where we didn't have 
enough personnel to man the ambulance ... that's about 
one-third of one percent for the year. We do have mutual 
aid agreements in place if we can't respond (and) that in- 
cludes having the Fire Department respond if we cannot." 

"The Fire Chief said the firefighters were actively 
discouraged from operating the ambulance," Selectman 
Henry said. "That was what got the attention of the Board 
of Selectmen." 

"They are not prohibited from driving the ambu- 
lance, however ... they cannot offer care above the level of 
first responder," Mr. Habicht said. "They cannot provide 
care at the EMT level." 

"I think we're looking to take it one step further 
and have the firefighters who are duly qualifed as EMTs 
respond and work with EMS personnel," Selectman

Henry said. "That's where we'd like to see it go." 

"They were all offered (training) and those who 
wanted to join (EMS) did," Mr. Habicht said. "There's 
all kinds of training issues that need to be addressed and 
they would have to fall under the EMS umbrella. I don't 
know if I see a need if there's only been two calls a year 
where we were unable to respond." 

"As far as you know, there's no cross-prohibi- 
tion ... a person could hold dual roles as a firefighter and 
paramedic with EMS?" Selectman Henry asked. 

"Yes, there are some who belong to both and 
there are some, for other reasons, who do not," Mr. Habi- 
cht said. "But I've never discouraged anybody from the 
Fire Department from joining EMS."

Selectman Jeffrey then asked Mr. Habicht if he 
wanted to address the recent allegations made that the 
non-profit EMS Association has lost invested money over 
the past few years. 

Mr. Habicht noted that the association is gov- 
erned by a separate board of directors is a non-profit 
501(C) corporation and they are better suited to address 
these allegations. 

"The issue I guess I have is it somewhat becomes 
a little convoluted when right now we don't charge (for 
EMS service) and there are donations that have been 
made to the association," Selectman Jeffrey said. "If some- 
one gives the EMS Association $25, where does it go?" 

"If a donation comes in to Marion EMS it goes 
into a town-controlled fund," Mr. Habicht said. "If a 
donation is made to the EMT Association, it's a charitable 
organization that supports EMS." 

"The biggest distinction is the donation to the 
town is really a donation through the Board of Select- 
men," added Town Counsel Jon Witten. "If you make a 
donation to a charitable organization, that's all well and 
fine. But ... you need to make a distinction between the 
two. A gift to the town is a gift through the Board of Se- 
lectmen, a gift to the EMS Association is a gift to the board 
of a charitable organization." 

"It seems to me that there's not insurmountable 
issues here at all ... but there are things that have been 
discussed in the past that need to be discussed more in-

depth," Selectman Jeffrey said. "And we're not going to 
solve this problem here tonight." 

"I feel that the delivery of medical care is an in- 
strument of the town and, as such, funds that are collected 
and donated are an instrument of the town," Selectman 
Henry said. "The taxpayers pay for that and then the do- 
nation goes back into a private fund. It's just that the town 
cannot get their hands around these funds. We rely on 
those funds and the disbursement of those funds to run a 
medical service." 

Noting that the Marion EMS Association has 
some "credibility issues" with their fund and where 
they've invested these donations. Selectman Henry said 
he didn't support having a separate entity collecting 
money on behalf of the town. 

"The town is prohibited from investing money in 
any speculative accounts," Selectman Henry said. "I think 
the fund (should) be an instrumentality of the town ... and 
we should ask Town Counsel for a legal opinion on this. 
It's been a gray area for some time." 

"I agree with you ... I don't think there should 
be an account where the town is unaware of where the 
money is going," Chairman Blanchette said. 

"I will say the records are not confidential, there 
are public," Mr. Habicht said. "To make it sound like it's 
some secret is inaccurate." 

"The presence of a non-profit assisting a munici- 
pality is very common," Mr. Witten said. "So there's abso-

lutely nothing wrong with a 501(C)3 corporation assisting 
the town. I think the problem here is one of accounting. 
People need to know where their money is going when 
they write a check." 

"I think most people who give money to the EMS 
Association don't think it's going to the town," said resi- 
dent Carol Sanz. "People did not want the money neces- 
sarily to go into a big town account, they wanted it to go 
directly to the EMTs for what they need." 

The board suggested Town Counsel Jon Witten 
and Mr. Dawson meet with the board of the EMS Associa- 
tion to discuss these issues and report back to them.

The "Marion EMT Association" is a registered 501 
(c) (3) charity with annual reports and tax returns filed with 
both the Federal Government and the Massachusetts Attorney 
General. It is not a governmental agency. All financial transac- 
tions are overseen by an annual audit and we are proud of our 
accomplishments. 

Yes, our conservative mutual fund investment portfolio 
declined in value from 2000 through 2002, as did many other 
non-profit organizations and pension funds. In fact, the Plym- 
outh County Retirement Fund declined in value by $94 million 
during the same time period but has since advanced by $330 
million. Marion town employees contribute to this fund.

Also, we have provided portable radios, pagers, imiforms, and 
training for Marion EMTs. The furniture in the EMS office was 
provided by the charity. During the past year, $24,000 has been 
contributed to the current VFW Ambulance Fund Drive. Despite 
this large donation to the ambulance fund, the association's cur- 
rent net worth is $61,435.91 up by over $2,000 this year. 

In addition, the charity has supplied AEDs (semi- 
automatic external defibrillators) to the Police Department, 
the elementary school, the high school, the town hall and the 
harbormaster. These machines saved the taxpayers over $3,100 
each. The defibrillators given to the Police Department resulted 
in three lives being saved during the first six months of their use. 

Anyone who has lived in Marion for a while knows of 
the excellent reputation of the "association" and all of the good 
work accomplished. We appreciate the support of Marion resi- 
dents to our worthy cause.

1 
doubt whether Ms. Wing has ever mishandled anything finan- 
cial. Joan has been the bookkeeper of our small family business 
in Marion (Sperry Sails, Inc.) for nearly 20 years. That she has 
had a long-working relationship with us will, of course, indicate 
bias on my part but her track record here is absolutely first rate. 
We (Joan, my son Matt and I) look at our finances constantly to 
give ourselves the best credit rating possible. We manage our 
retirement fund regularly to get the safest and best return. We 
buy at the best rates because we can often pay up front. 

If any government body could manage money half as 
well as Joan Wing, we'd all likely receive a bonus in April as 
opposed to paying taxes. That she could mismanage funds indi- 
cates that she's either incapable or inattentive. That's practically 
humorous. She's one of the sharpest financial minds you'll ever 
meet and she'll put in more focused and productive hours than 
someone half her age (sorry, Joan). 

That she lost $50,000 in donation money is ridiculous. 
The EMT investment account was surely reduced during the 
period indicated (2000-2002) as it was for all but those large 
corporations dealing in accounting fraud and a few Wall Street 
wizards. That the EMT account recovered and produced a

Senator Montigny, the local legislative delega- 
tion and the Coalition for Buzzards Bay worked together 
in creating comprehensive legislation that will create a 
rescue tug program responsible for monitoring the safe 
passage of oil laden vessels through Buzzards Bay, warn 
vessels of actual or potential threats to navigation and 
respond to incidents. 

In addition to providing rescue tug service, the 
bill requires state licensed pilots aboard the rescue tugs 
bringing local knowledge and expertise needed to avoid 
spills. As with escort tugs, there is widespread recognition 
within the marine commimity that experienced, knowl- 
edgeable pilots provide extraordinary benefits for vessels 
transiting sensitive waterways. 

"With the passage of this bill we are nearer to 
securing the safety of one of our most valuable natural 
resources," Senator Montigny said. "It is sad, and frankly, 
disturbing that we had to fight an uphill battle against 
the Coast Guard and our own federal government, but 
through our collaborative efforts we have prevailed and 
are closer to returning vital safety measures to Buzzards 
Bay." 

This legislation originates from a state legisla- 
tive commission charged with drafting comprehensive 
oil spill prevention legislation after the 2003 groimdrng 
of the Bouchard 120 oil barge. The accident spilled 98,000 
gallons of oil into Buzzards Bay, polluted more than 100 
miles of shoreline and killed hundreds of federally pro- 
tected birds. Senator Montigny chaired the commission 
and eventually authored the legislation that passed the 
Senate. 

"The Coalition for Buzzards Bay commends the 
state Senate for once again taking the lead in defending 
Buzzards Bay," said Mark Rasmussen, Executive Director 
for the Coalition for Buzzards Bay. "Our coastal envi- 
ronment and economy deserve the real protections that 
Rescue Tugs and State Pilots will provide. Without this 
state initiative, the federal government would leave our 
bay vulnerable to another oil spill."

12:00 noon, the Trustees of Reservations will sponsor 
a free walk titled "Accidental Agriculture" to explore 
the land use history and heritage of one of the region's 
best-known farms. Led by cultural historian Electa Kane 
Tritsch, the walk will begin at the newly-opened parking 
lot for East Over Reservation on Clapp Road in Rochester. 

The area that is now East Over Farm was origi- 
nally settled around a grist mill on the Sippican River 
but later became the coimtry estate of wealthy merchant 
George Leonard. Today East Over is probably best known 
for its bright yellow buildings, farm stand, and Clydes- 
dale horses, all owned by the Hiller family. The most 
recent chapter in the farm's history includes its permanent 
protection from development and the opening of 75 acres 
of the property for public use and enjoyment.

Over the Line

American Gangster. Starring Denzel Washington and Russell 
Crowe. Directed by Ridley Scott. Running time: 157 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The rather loftily titled American Gangster might be worth sitting 
through for the tete-a-tete between Denzel Washington and Russell 
Crowe near the end. Washington's Frank Lucas, a smooth Harlem drug 
lord, and Crowe's Richie Roberts, a straight-arrow cop who's just busted 
Frank, face one another across a table, pushing a coffee cup back and 
forth as if playing chess. Which, indeed, is what they've been doing for 
the past two screen hours. Finally, Richie takes the cup and sips from 
it. Checkmate. The chat between the two men, veering from boastful to 
menacing yet conducted in mostly normal tones, is a triumph of acting 
and screenwriting (Steven Zaillian did the honors). 

American Gangster, based on a true story, is solidly performed and 
occasionally intriguing, but it's yet another strangely hollow offering 
from Ridley Scott (who's getting toasts from the press all over again 
for the recent re-issue of Blade Runner). This director has always struck 
me as less a visionary than an opportunist: he comes from TV commer- 
cials and knows how to make pretty pictures, but his films have little 
thematic or emotional consistency. He's a stylist who happens to have 
lucked into a few classics without ruining them — Alien, Blade Runner, 
Thelma & Louise — but whose portfolio is wildly uneven (have those 
who call him a genius ever seen Black Rain or G.I. Jane?). Scott doesn't 
bring anything special out of this story, or to it. I kept having to remind 
myself Michael Mann didn't direct it. 

The antagonists are seen as icons: Frank is a ruthless gangster — a 
murderer, a blithe poisoner of his own people — but loves his mama and 
his brothers, and deludes himself that he helps the people of Harlem. 
(He hands out free turkeys during the holidays, like Al Capone with his 
soup kitchens.) Richie is the polar opposite, so agonizingly non-corrupt 
he turns in a million dollars of found drug money, knowing it'll mark 
him as a pariah on the force. (Richie and his motley crew of helpers 
seem to be the only clean cops in the Jersey/New York area.) They're 
both family men, though Richie has driven away his wife, while Frank 
marries a Puerto Rican beauty with whom he seems to have nothing 
in common. The women in the movie are an afterthought, as cavalierly 




treated as the naked chicks cutting Frank's heroin. 

I don't know how Scott or Zaillian feel about these men, but the 
late-'60s and early-'70s milieu is effortlessly established (Scott's true 
talent, I think, is hiring good art directors and set designers). With the 
time divided between Frank and Richie, and then divided further among 
the various people in their lives, there isn't enough time for complex 
portraiture; essentially this is a high-class crime drama of the sort that 
might've been wrapped up in 44 minutes on Miami Vice. Few cliches 
are unturned, inducting the Scarface bit when the gangster's dear old 
mama bawls him out. The great Ruby Dee, however, plays this cliche 
with considerable force, and Washington touchingly defers to her in each 
scene they share. 1 also enjoyed Josh Brolin, looking like Nick Nolte in 
Q&A, as a slimy cop, and Armand Assante (who actually mas in Q&A) 
as a lordly Mafia don. The cast certainly isn't the problem with American 
Gangster. 

Scott has never really had much sense of spatial clarity; there's a 
disgracefully shot and edited chase scene, and, for all the monkish atten- 
tion to interiors, not much evocation of Harlem as a place, a community, 
a sold. So the irony of Frank claiming to help Harlem while destroying 
it with smack is underheated. Frank is seen as a suave outlaw existing 
above the human wreckage he creates; Richie, though a philanderer 
and a crank, is the perfect cop (and perfect ex-husband: in a bafflingly 
neutral scene, he simply gives up custody of his son — perhaps to 
get his ex-wife and son away from danger, though it isn't made clear 
— and the audience feels nothing). American Gangster is an epic title for 
a long movie that feels a couple sizes too small. If you're not going to 
say anything about these men besides the obvious, what's the point?

Debussy, and Jean Francaix. Here listeners will enjoy the 
wide spectrum of sound offered by the Chamber Music 
Society — flute, oboe, cello, violin, viola, piano, and voice 
— in ravishing pieces adored for their lyricism and grace, 
their passion and power. 

From Claude Debussy's justly admired String 
Quartet in G minor, a seminal work in the development 
of 20th century music, to Hector Berlioz's "Les Nuits 
d'ete" ("The Summer Nights"), his lovely settings of six of 
Theodore Gautier's most evocative poems, the SCCMS's 
program promises an in-depth look at one culture's con- 
tributions to the musical universe we cherish today. 

Listeners will be able to discern that French love 
of classicism, the kind of order and harmony so evident 
in their drama, for example, and then see how it began to 
shade into impressionistic music that truly does tame the 
savage breast. 

In February, the Chamber Music Society offers an 
international program with Russian-born Dmitri Shosta- 
kovich's String Quartet in C major, Englishman Gerald 
Finzi's lovely Interlude for oboe and strings, and Argentin- 
ean composer A. E. Ginastera's colorful Impresiones de la 
Puna. 

While concertgoers are generally familiar with 
Shostakovich, the program will also give audiences the 
chance to hear Finzi's haimting quartet and the peculiarly 
native melodies of Ginastera, whose work, writes one 
music historian, combines "exhilarating rhythmic energy, 
captivating lyricism and hallucinatory atmosphere." 

In March the South Coast Chamber Music Society 
literally pulls out all the stops. In concerts that feature 
organ, harpsichord, and voice, in addition to flute, oboe, 
viola and cello, the power of chamber music to move 
audiences deeply will be amply demonstrated. 

The concert offers selections by Ludwig Krebs, 
Gabriel Faure, and Rudolf Escher. Krebs, who was taught 
by Johann Sebastian Bach, devoted his life to the organ 
and achieved a reputation second only to his master's. In 
his Fantasie, Krebs showcases what some have called his 
impressive "dramatic power," and will make devotees of 
the organ and of J.S. Bach's music deeply satisfied. 

Then, too, the concert offers a Trio Sonata by

2. Said Trust shall be created in a form approved by 
the Mattapoisett Planning Board. The Landowner 
Trust shall be recorded simultaneously with the 
recording of said subdivision plan at the Plymouth 
County Registry of Deeds. 

3. All owners of land within the subdivision shall 
be required to be members as a condition of subdi- 
vision approval. 

4. All subdivision roadways, ways, right of way, 
common areas, open space, subdivision utilities, 
easements, drainage improvements, subdivision 
improvements and the like shall be deeded into 
and maintained by said Landowner Trust.
